When asked about further activity 


by the cabinet Solis stated that no] 


definite date for a meeting had yet 
been set, but that it was decided at 
the session last week to hold another 
general conference next year. “My 
discussion section”, Solis said, “was 
devoted to talk of the positive 
achievements of the United Nations. 
The consensus was that we should 
give continued full support to that 
group since even though it has not 
yet brought us real collective sec- 
urity that the basic machinery can 
work to this effect.” 


He went on to say, “We attempt- 
ed to define democracy by saying 
that it is the bonding together of 
peoples to govern themselves. Many 
nations in the world today employ 
the word democracy to cover the 
tctalitarian machinery that constitu- 
tes their true nature.” 

Attending as staff members at the 
conference were MPC students 
Marge Burnett, Barbara Downey, 
Edward Kawananakoa, Bette Rey- 
‘nolds, and Solis. C. M. Wilmarth 
attended the World Affairs Council. 
Instrumental in arranging the UN-

MPC Will Back 
Local Blood Bank 


Monterey Peninsula College will 
have the privilege of being the sole 
backer of the National Blood Pro- 
gram on the Monterey Peninsula 
during the month of February. 

The activities of the National 
Blood Program were first started on 
October 25 on the Peninsula. Since 
then the Red Cross has been sending 
a mobile unit to Monterey on the 
fourth Monday of every month to 
collect the blood that local donors 
have been contributing. 

Two members of MPC have al- 
ready given blood. Bob Rissel and 
Vic Ferrante hold this honor. 

The purpose of this program is to 
have sufficient blood and blood plas- 
ma for transfusions in the local hos- 
pitals. Blood donated on this Pen- 


insula is processed in San Jose and 
is stored at both the Monterey and 
Peninsula Community Hospital in 
Carmel. It is made available through 
the hospitals of Monterey and Car- 
mel to the residents of this penin- 
sula without cost. 


Approximately 70 donors will be 
needed for the month of February. 
There are very few qualifications for 
a donor to meet. Persons who have 
had yellow jaundice or malaria are 
not eligible. Outside of this all you 
need is good health and a permit 
from your parents if you are under 
21. The Red Cross is planning on 
setting up its mobile.unit in the Stu- 
dent Union in February and coffee 
2nd donuts will be served to the 
donors when they are finished. It

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STAFF INSPECTS 
PRINT SHOP 


“You young people entering the 
field of journalism are embarking 
upon a career which if not the most 
exciting is perhaps one of the most 
fascinating I know.” Thus spoke 
Paul Zaches, as he conducted mem- 
bers of the staff of El Yanqui on a 
tour of the printing plant on Decem- 
ber 1. His words were echoed by his 
partner, Harry Raine, just before 
Dave Dickinson led a second group 
on a similar tour the following day. 


Before their excursion to the print- 


most members of the staff had been 
acquainted only with the editorial 
battle that is constantly waked in 
the offices and newsroom of MPC. 
“No newspaperman is worth his salt 
uuless he has a basic knowledge of 
printshop mechanics,” declared Mel- 
vin Huden, journalism instructor. 
“We’re going to have a look at the 
process involved in putting the paper 
to bed.” 


Copy, the students were told, goes 
first to the plant foreman who sorts 
ii, giving news,.features and some 
advertising copy to the linotypists. 
This artist of the keyboard, Sam 
DuBose, through a few simple mani- 
pulations of hands and wrists pro- 
duces “lines of type” which appear 
as if by magic fro mthe inner reces- 
ses o fthe linotype in the form of 
slugs. One curious student picking 
up one of these slugs discovered to 
his dismay that it takes a few mo- 
ments for typemetal to cool. 

Indicating the stones, Zaches ex- 
plained that the type forms are plac- 
ed upon these stone-topped tables 
and that into these forms or frames 
are placed the galleys of slugs as 
well as the handset type for head- 
lines. Galleys or columns are then 
locked in place. 

“Each page of your paper is set 
up in this manner,” said Zaches,

turns out the page proofs for our 
lithographer.” 

He led the budding journalists 
then into the department managed 
by Dave Dickinson, photo-litho- 
grapher. This expert instructed the 
group in the system of making 
photographic negatives from the 
page proofs, which negatives are then 
used to impregnate the thin zinc 
printing plates with the pictures of 
the type. 

Mr. Huden, who during the course 
of both expeditions rode lead horse, 
tcssed out a comment at this point 
on the Zaches-conducted tour. 
“Don’t forget,” he said, “we'll have 
a quiz on this next week.” 

Journalistic cubs, slightly dazed 
by the mass of technical informa- 
tion, hoped he was kidding. 

New interest was shown when 
Zaches introduced them to the Har- 
ris offset press which rolls out 800 
copies of El Yanqui every other Fri- 
day. It was at this point that it be- 
came clear to the news writers just 
what is responsible fo rthe soft, yet 
heavy, black type and clear pictures 
that appear on the pages of the 
newspaper. Zaches explained the ad- 
aptibility of offset printing and its 
several advantages over letter-press 
or direct printing for a job like El 
Yanqui, 

The staff produced a number of 
questions at tour’s end which were 
answered with dispatch. Editors and 
reporters returned to the college 
newsroom with a mealth of useful 
new information and far more un- 
derstanding of the problems en- 
countered after the editing job is 
done. 

In commenting upon the excurs- 
ions, both Huden and El Yanqui’s 
editor expressed sincere apprecia- 
tion for thef ine spirit of coopera- 
tion which they have experienced 
in working with the Herald Printers. 
“The whole shop force,” said editor 
Chuck Wilmatrh, “as well as the 
owners, have shown us every cour- 
tesy; they’ve helped make the job 
of production easy.”

CONSERVATION

servation ideas for the Monterey 
Peninsula. When asked to name a 
few, Mr. Ruth began to rattle them 
off: “El Estero should be preserved, 
sewage problems of the Peninsula 
must be solved in such a way that 
it will not be antagonistic to the 
senses and not injurious to marine 
life; beach frontage must be pre- 
served from commercialism; and 
dunes should remain as part of aes- 
thetic beauty of the Peninsula, save 
what is left of the pines; protect the 
beauty of Point Lobos; restore the 
wild life refuge in some form; pro- 
tect trout from pollution and lack 
of water; save the sea lions, for 
most of us like them and they cer- 
tainly attract tourists; and regulate 
sardine fishing. There are other 
problems, but these are some that 
need action now.”
